This past summer, all high school students 
were required to read Mark Haddon’s "The 
Curious Incident of the Dog In the Nighttime" 
as part of summer reading for the English De¬ 
partment. Ms. Frick, the Department Head, 
organized a school-wide assembly at which a 
psychologist, Dr. Rosenberg, offered students 
insight into the realities of autism, the afflic¬ 
tion from which Christopher, the main charac¬ 
ter in the novel, suffered. 

The hot debate in the De¬ 
partment this year was the 
fate of the Freshmen Issue 
Paper. Although the paper 
was abandoned last year 
in favor of a project more 
compatible with the rest 
of the freshman English 
curriculum, the faculty is 
now considering eradicat¬ 
ing a paper altogether and 
devoting the time instead 
for students to prepare for 
their Sophomore Author 
Thesis. 

Between visits from 
senators and overenroll¬ 
ment, the Social Stud¬ 
ies Department has had 
its hands full. There was 
much fanfare at the end 
of last year when 190 stu¬ 
dents of the 292 student 
Senior Class signed up 
for Advanced Placement 
Psychology. Although 
there were rumors of a 
lottery, devoted teachers 
Ms. Lynn and Mr. Plasko 
made it possible for all interested students to 
take the course. Social Studies electives, such 
as Political Science and Russian History, also 
drew in a multitude of students. There were 
very few places students could hide from chat¬ 
ter about the eight-page (in some cases fifty) 
Poli Sci paper. This year also saw an assembly 
at which Senator of Utah, Mr. Orrin G. Hatch 
spoke to students about the Patriot Act and 
answered their questions. 

The Math Department has been working on 


several new changes for the upcoming year. 
Starting in 2006, all incoming freshman 
will have to take Geometry; Algebra I part 
II (previously a level three class) will not 
be offered. The Department will also be 
employing a cognitive tutor program for the 
level three Geometry classes, which consists 
of 40% computer time in addition to the 
60% traditional class time. 

The Science De¬ 
partment continues to 
offer students unique 
perspective into a va¬ 
riety of worlds of biol¬ 
ogy, earth science, and 
physics. Faculty bal¬ 
ances formal in-class 
lectures with hands- 
on lab activities that 
serve to solidify stu¬ 
dent understanding of 
fundamental concepts. 
This unique approach 
allows the students to 
get a feel for the sub¬ 
ject, allowing them to 
view scientific theories 
in light of personal ex¬ 
periences. As a result, 
students have come 
to enjoy the dynamic 
format seen across the 
curriculum of the Sci¬ 
ence Department. 

The Classical 
And Modern Languag¬ 
es Department strives 
to instill students with 
a sense of comfort us¬ 
ing and applying a variety of languages, In 
order to achieve this goal, teachers make 
abundant use of multimedia ranging from 
compact discs of authentic recordings from 
various regions, to informative films, each 
adding to students’ understanding of par¬ 
ticular regions. A primary focus has been 
using interactive means in order to obtain 
accurate accents in oral form, as well as 
mastery of more complicated grammar in 
the written form.

The Wellesley Raiders came into their 
final game of the season boasting 
a 7-3"record and holding the third 
place spot in the Bay State Herget. 
The Needham-Wellesley rivalry is 
commonly referred to as the oldest 
standing nigh school rivalry in the 
countryT Since 1882, Needham and 
Wellesley have played an annual 
Thanksgiving Day game, the longest 
period of time in the country. This 
year, the two squads met for tne 118 lh 
time, and produced what might have 
been the T>est game of the series. 
Senior K.K. Kearney commented 
on the teams feelings towards their 
coach, “Coach Tracey has worked 
really hard for us all year, and we 
wanted to reward him with his best 
record as a head coach.” Wellesley 
came into the game with a chance 
to give Head Coach Bill Tracey his 
most successful season to date, and 
the Raiders were determined not 
to disappoint. Instead of taking the 
field in their traditional all-black 
uniforms, the Raiders unveiled 
brand new red and black jerseys, 
the only team in recent history to 
wear red. Sophomore Andrew 
Valley said, “The team was already 
very pumped to play and when the 


jerseys came out, the excitement 
was overwhelming.” Donning 
their new look and playing in front 
of a capacity crowd, the Raiders 
took the field for the last time. 
The game was clearly destined to be 
a tight one, as both teams were held 
scoreless throughout the first quarter. 
Wellesley certainly was dominating 
the game throughout the first half, 
holding Needham to 53 totally yards 
of offense, 35 of which were made 
on a desperation pass at the end 
of the harf. Wellesley Jr. Fullback 
Mark Snickenberger himself ran for 
53 yards in the first half, equaling the 
total of the Rockets. However the 
Raiders were plagued by penalties 
and fumbles, and a dazzling punt 
return by BSL All-Star and team 
captain Andrew Elfman ’06 to the 
Needham five yard line was wasted 
by a controversial turnover in the 
Needham end zone. The first half 
ended with emotions riding high 
on both sides, and despite having 
firmly dominated the game in the 
first naif, the Raiders had nothing to 
show for it, going into halftime tied 
0-0. The second half showed similar 
Wellesley dominance up front, and a 
Danny Haluska interception return 


for a touchdown pushed Wellesley 
out to a 7-0 lead. Vet Needham was 
used to being in tight games, and the 
Rockets responded By stilling the 
Wellesley offense for most of the third 
and fourth quarters. Needham scored 
a touchdown with about 5 minutes left 
to play, and after both teams failed to 
score, the Raiders took over with only 
one minute remaining. Haluska, who 
had struggled through the majority of 
the game at quarterback, going 0-5 on 
pass attempts, found a way to get on 
track. A quick screen pass to Elfman, 
who ran it 24 yards built up Haluska’s 
confidence, and gave the Raiders 
some momentum. "Another pass from 
Haluska to a diving Elfman went for 
22 yards. Another" quick pass from 
Haluska to Snickenberger turned into 
a 29-yard gain to the Needham 5 yard 
line. A five-yard sweep into the end 
zone by senior captain Derrell Warren 

? ut the Raiders on top with only 
7 seconds to go to win the game. 
Raiders QB Dan Haluska ’06 summed 
it up best, “It was a great ending to 
a great year.” ThisT was about as 
perfect an endins to the season as 
the Raiders could have wished, and 
was truly one of the most memorable 
games in this storied rivalry.
